Small Planting Will Yield Large 


Returns. 


A small planting of sorghum will 
yield large returns to farmers of Rock 
county, according to George Gower, 
Sr., of this city, who is a farmer of a 
lifetime's experience in Wisconsin and 
Kansas. 
Not only will sorghum pro- 
duce a most palatable syrup which can 
be used to advantage as a sugar sub- 
stitute, but the grain as well as the 
cane is excellent feed for stock. Many 
farmers have raised sorg'hum in for- 
mer years and are planning to put 
in larger piantings this year. In case 
of difficulty about securing seed the 
county council of defense has been in- 
formed that the state council will be 
able to furnish seed. 
Orders should 
be left with Mr. Starr at the court 
house at once. 
According to information from agri- 
cultural colleges, one bushel of sor- 
ghum seed will plant from fifteen to 
twenty acres. One or two stalks per 
foot in the row gives the best yield, 
but two or three seeds should be put 
in for each plant desired. In addition 
to sorghum, Sudan grass and millet 
are valuable stock feeds.

credit depends very.much upon two 
factors .national resources and 
the 
strength of the government. 
A nation might possess overwhelm- 
ing resources and still suffer from bad 
credit because the weakness of its 
government would not make it possi- 
ble for that nation to levy upon its 
resources to meet its obligations. 
The American revolution is an ex- 
ample ot sufficient resources but in- 
ability to collect. Most of the func- 
tions of government were possessed 
by the states at the beginning of the 
Revolutionary war. Each state is- 
sued its own 'money and collected its 
own taxes. The Continental congress 
was a voluntary advisory body which 
grew up to meet the emergency. 
The story of the attempt of the 
thirteen colonies to finance their re- 
bellion against Great Britain is one 
of thu tragic chapters of all history. 
The mental tortures of the men who 
were bearing the .responsibility of 
government compared with the physi- 
cal tortures endured by the patriots 
at Valley Forge. 
Nearly evei-y plan 
of money raising devised by human 
brain was attempted by the colonists 
and with only partial success. 
\ 
There are four recognized methods ] 


of rr.ising money for warfare. These i 
are the sale of bonds, the issuance of j 
paper money, direct and indirect iax-! 
atlon, and the confiscation of property 
and wealth. The colonies tried every 
plan. During the first year of the 
war they issued six million dollars of 
paper money asking each colony to 
redeem a certain portion of this is- 
sue. 
The federal government could 
not demand the states to pay; it 
merely requested, and some of them 
paid and some did .pot. 
Early in 1776 four million dollars 
of paper money was issued and paper 
at least I money became so plentiful that it was 


i worth only about one-seventh of its 
face value. By the end of 1776 more 
than twenty mil-lions had been issued. 
In July 1775, the colonies attempted 


a five million dollar loan at 4 per cent. 
It failed because capitalists could get 
G per cent from private borrowers. 
In 17'i7 a big lottery was attempted, 
100,000 tickets being sold to produce 
government revenue, but this did not. 
succeed as well as was expected. Dur- 
in 1777 thirteen million dollars more 
of paper money was issued. The Con- 
tinental congress, desperate, 
ashed 
the states to raise money by taxation 
and lend it to the government at 6 per 
cent. The property of British loyal- 
ists in the colonies was conflsc-Ued 
and used to help carry on the war. 
Then when the colonies were almost 
at the end of-their financial string-, 
came the French alliance, and France 
bolstered up American credit a little 
bit by guaranteeing the interest on 
the debt. When France joined Amer- 
ica fifty-five mJHion dollars of paper 
money had been issued. 
By the end of 1779 the total issue 


of paper money had reached $200,000,- 
000 and it had lost Its 
purchasing 
nower. The money would not ey«n 
be accepted for furnishing supplies 
to Washington's army, BO congress 
assessed a certain amount of supplies 
against each of the states, Virginia 
being assessed 20,000 barrels of In-

INCREASEM!NI¥UM 
SALARY OF TEACHERS 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 
Madison, Wis.. June 4.—The legis- 
lature has made possible many scnooi 
teachers of the state receiving an In- 
crease in salary during the coming 
year. The legislature has passed and 
the governor has just signed the bill 
fixing the minimum salary or teach- 
ers at $45 a month. The first mini- 
mum salarv law was enacted In \\ is- 
consin In "1913 fixing the salary of 
teachers at not less than »40 a month. 
School men claim that the minimum 
salary law has brought better teach- 
ers Into the profession. 
In order to 
enforce the provision of this minimum 
salary law as just signed by the gov- 
ernor provides that 
"no apportion- 


ment of school funds shall be made 
to any'city, village or town" unless 
the common school shall have been 
taught toy a qualified teacher paid a 
salary of not less than $45 a month. 
Tie "legislature during the past few 
years has raised the qualifications for 
school teachers so as to increase the 
efficiency of the teaching profession. 
To encourage teachers remaining in 
one 
district 
the 
last 
legislature 


passtjd a bonus salary law. 
Governor Philipp has also signed 
the Everett bill providing for a. co- 
ordination of state work and of de- 
partmental 
co-operation. 
The law 
provides that the departments shall 
exchange information, and may joint- 
lv employ or make assignments of 
e'mployes as the best interests of the 
public service require. 
The Huber bill creating a board of 
county judges and providing a method 
for the exchange of work between thp 
several circuitfe has befin Riven execu- 
tive approval. The circuit judges of 
the state shall constitute a 
board, 
known 
as 
the 
"board 
of 
circuit 
judges." 
They shall meet 
at 
least 
once each year and shall make rules 
and regulations for relieving the con- 
gestion of work 
in 
the several cir- 
cuit.?. This board selects one of their 
number as a chairman. 
The chair- 
man shall request judges whose calen- 
dars are not congested to assist those 
judges 
who have heavy 
work. A 
monthly report of the work shall be 
filed by every judge so that accurate 
information may he obtained.

glanced at his trial balance April 1, 
1917, 
and gleaned the following brief 
statement of his condition: 
Assets 
5200,000,000,000 pl»B. 
Liabilities 
1,023,357,250 , 
In other words, the total material 


I wealth of the United States was in 
exceiia of two hundred billions of dol- 
lars, some estimates placing it as 
high as two hundred and twenty-five 
billions. The last omcial total was 
in 16^2 when the figure was one hun- 
dred eight-seven billions. On April 
1, 19iV, our national debt was slightly 
over a billion. Uncle Sam's debts as 
compared with his assets were about 
as oue is to 220. 


But the smile that decorated Uncle 
Sam's face*was not inspired entirely 
by the statement of his comparative 
debits and credits. He loked at the 
record of national income and saw 
that the total was forty billions ol 
dollars a year, or forty 
times 
liis 
debts. He took out his pencil and 
made seme comparisons. He found 
that bis national 
income had 
in- 
creased more than 33 per cent in the 
last seven years, ami more than 115 
per cent in the last seventeen years. 


Continuing further with the inven- 
tory, the old gentleman turned to ihe 
page ^devoted to foreign trade and 
discovered that this item, for 191ri 
amounted to between seven and eight 
billion!) of dollars, 
or 
more 
than 
double that of the previous year. He 
peered over at the page where Is re- 
corded the distribution of the world's 
gold supply and discovered that he 
§osseased nearly three billions of 
ollars of gold, or one-third of the 
world's total. 
He discovered that 
thore were on hand in banks and trust 
companies of his realm, approximately 
twenty-five billions of dollars, and 
that there was borrowed from banks 
and trust companies, for commercial 
purposes, about eighteen billions of 
dollars. 


In addition to keeping a good set 
o{ books on his own business, Uncle 
also keeps books on the affairs of his 
neighbors. He made some-interesting 
comparisons and discovered that the 
material wealth -of the United States 
was greater than that of any two na- 
tions on earth. He found that it was 
as sreat as the total combined wealth 
of Great Britain, France, Russia and 
Italv. It was more than double that 


dollars, and that of Great 
Britain 
eighty biHions. Verily this giant of 
the west, contemplating these figures, 
for the first time, really: became con- 
scious of his greatness. 
Then Uncle Sam began to investi- 
gate the- debit accounts of his neigh- 
bors. He found that since the be- 
ginning of the war—Aug. 1, 1914— 
Great Britain had borrowed in excess 
of nineteen billions of dollars which, 
added to the national debt previously 
existing, made a total indebtedness in 
excess of twenty-five billion dollars, 
and -which by the end of 1917 would 
approach thirty billion dollars. 
He 
discovered 
that 
since 1914 
France had borrowed approximately 
eleven billion dollars, that Germany 
had 
borrowed 
fourteen 
billions, 
which added to its present debt of 
one billion two hundred million dol- 
lars made a new total, including ac- 
crued Interest, of approximately six- 
teen billion dollars. 
He noted that since 1914 Russia heu 
borrowed about eight billion dollars; 
that Austria Had borrowed in excess 
of six billions; Italy two and one-half 
billions and Hungary almost two bil 
lion dollar!. 
He computed that by the end oi 
1917 Great Britain would have -practi- 
cally one-third of her national wealth 
mortgaged; that France would have 
easily one-fourth: and that Germany, 
the chief of the central powers, wonlo 
soon have approximately one-four,h 
of its assets mortgaged. 
He noted that Germany alone, Da.,., 
an annual interest charge of approxi- 
mately $832,000,000. 
Then Uncle Sam realized that lo 
date he had borrowed less than one 
two-hundredth of his assets, that 10 
go Into debt to the extent his Euro- 
pean neighbors have borrowed would 
-equire borrowing to the extent of 
nearly fifty billions. This volume of 
money would enable him to continue 
Ive years of warfare with an annual- 
expenditure equal to that which Great 
Britain is now making.

So, In spite of .the fact that the Lib- 
erty loan multiplies the national debt 
by seven; insoite of the fact that it 
is the Inreest !-oari ever offered in the 
world's history, a comparison of the 
proposed debt, with our resources, 
compels the conclusion that such

voluble of borrowing, under present 
conditions,, will hardly Imratr. to the 
slightest degree, the nation's crs-di.. 
and the successful consummation of 
this loan will not reo.uire anything 
like'the financial strain that most Ku- 
ronean nations have already success- 
fully undergone.

Th« L««f CutUr C«rri«« »n Umbrella 


«nd R«it»i Muihroomi, 


Of the many species of anls that In- 


habit tropical and semltroplcal coun- 
tries the umbrella ant is cno ef th« 
most interesting. The insects have th» 
habit of cutting small round piece* 
about a quarter of an Inch in dlam«t«r 
from the leaves of trees, which they 
then carry to their burrows. 
From 


that fact tbo species is also known as 
the leaf cutting nut. The process ot 
stripping the trees of their leave* Is 
carried out methodically. The ants on 
their predatory expeditions divide Into 
two panics, one of which ascends th* 
trees and cuts the leaves from their 
stalks, while the other party remains 
on the ground, seizes the leaves and 
cuts out the disks. Each nnt In car- 
rying the disk to its tarrow holds It 
over its head as a man carries an um- 
brella, hcnco the term "umbrella ant" 
According to a writer in the Field, ill* 
leaves are stored in underground bur- 
rows until they decuy. 
By that tim* 


they have become covered with a kind 
of fungus that forms the food of th* 
ants. In other words, the ants rals* 
mushrooms and use the leave* for 
mushroom beds.
